ONCE KEY TY HLEPHANT LAND 


Aswin is the southernmost important 
town Of Eeypt Jt was ence regardend as 
the lint of civilization, oro little bevond 
the limit. Hardy explorers irom Egypt 
called it Flephont Land, probably beesuse 
here they looked for the first time upon the 
African elephant. One-sees this animal no 
longer, but i= name is perpetuated in Ele- 
phumtine Islutud. 

We climbed the steep shore to the hush 
street uf Aswan, then looked hack. Itis.a 
view Lo make vou-catch your breath, This 
globe offers few panoramas more lovely: 
the blue-green of the river accented’ by white 
sails; tie rocks of the First, Cutarnct, si 
glossy black that they look aa if they had 
twer freshly etiameled this morning: idvllic 
islands: like gems in the Nile: and, as a 
backerop ti it all, a curtain of gulren sand 
huge Lupron the slopues of the Libyan THILTe 
tains, which are crowned by a sheik’s tamb 
blazing snow-white against the blue sky. 

On Kitchener's [dand bere, Lord Kitch- 
ener hoped to spend his years of retirement 
(which death forbade) and the Government 
has honored his memory, net with o stitue. 
hut by turning the island into 4 perfumed 
bower of ross, bougainvillea, poinsettia, 
‘ine Howerina trees: 

At Aswan we laid in alditional supplies 
for our expedition to Cairo: cannetl goods, 
blankets. a gasdline stove, a 200-conddle- 
power gasoline lamp, cooking utensils for 
the galley, untteakable dishes, 

The governor furnished us with-a letter 
that was to prove magical when unfolded 
before the travers of villages along our 
mute. Taking an interest in our proposed 
study, he offenal to provide wa with a 430- 
foot dakabeah for less than we were paving 
for our 20-foot felucca, But we stuck to 
the little bowt_ 

The dahabeah is. the luxury craft of the 
Nile. It is a houseboat with sails. You 
live obourd it as comfortably az at home, 
If vou wish to go south, the prevailing north 
wind will take vou there. 

But we were going north, The only wav 
the broad-boattomed dababeah can jo marth 
is to wait for a calm, then drift with the 
current or be bowed, Dt will not tuck agnins. 
the wind, 


with the exception af Mary. 
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That does fotomatter to the vacationist 
who ison the Nile just. to enjoy the Nile. 
Tt did matter tous, with soores of villages: 
Wo Visit aml a destination to reach wethin 
two Months . 

We managed to pack considerable com- 
fort inte twenty feet, The ten feet aft were 
enclose] in a canvas cabin, the walls of 


which could be remuved by doy, leaving 


only the roof os on awning. In this:com- 
partment cur beds were rolled ut at night 
and rolled back under the stern in the 
morning. A folding table appeared when 
needed, for meals or for writing, and. cis- 
appeared when not wanted 

Forward of this cabin was Houssein's 
domain, a four-foot galley, where he peeled 
veretables, plucked chickens, and performed 
feats of balancing pots and pons on the 
Prine stove while the felucca boiled along. 

The rest of the boat was o six-foot fore- 
castle with a litth: door through which the 
two. boatmen wedged themselves at night, 
pulled the door shut after them, and did 
not emerce until there was a call for hot 
shaving water in the morning. 

“The captain rarely stood watch at night, 
lor the nearest village would appoint armed 
vuards, They sat on the bank above us 
from dusk to dawn with huge guns held 
upright hetween their Knees, 

There are many sights worth seeing ot 
Aswin (pages 443, 444, 449, and Plate 
XVL). The place is a delightful swirl of 
the barbaric and the civilized. and enjovs 
the equable and sunny climate of Paradise. 


ASCIENT LOY0T, IX THE FLESH 


We set out for Cairo, It would be eight 
ecn davs before we should reach the next 
metropolis. Luxor, with it world mixture 
of races, In the meantime we were to see 
the people of ancient Egypt, alive and in the 
fesh, The first we loan were on the island 
of Bahrif. Fifteen hundred people live 
there. Isolated, they have kept their bloud 
pore and their courtesy uncommercialized, 

A boy came tuimmning to us across the wide 
leach. He did not ask fir boaksheesh! 
Then came four men. They did not try. to 
sell uganvthing! Instead, they escorted us 
ceremeniously through the palms and the

themselves with dist. | 

lt was the relief on the wall of the tomb af 
Ra -anose of Thebes come to life. Even in 
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the cays of the (Hd Kingdom, five millenni- 
ums ao, death was mourned in exacthy the 
Se Way: . 

“Don't you feel as if you had stepped 
buck inte history?” asked the young Feyp-

Thon, 

“Well, this looks modern enoweh,’” 1 aid,

From the powerhouse to the village it was 
only thirty feet, but easiky three thousanc| 
years. ‘The howies were made of Nile miu. 
the immemorial building material of the 
Nile Valley, Some of the best were of mud 
bricks. 

We saw men making the bricks: stirring 
mi), pressing it Inte a wooden mold, scrap. 
ing off the surplus, dropping out the wet 
brick on a board to dry in the sun, Exactly 
the Sime method is depicted on many 
tombe; jorexample, that of the vizier Rekh- 
mi-Re who lived a millennium and a half 
before (Christ. 

On every side we suw fife going on just 
as we know from the reliels it did eu ov. in 
ancient Eeyptt the potter turning a water 
jar; an ol man sitting under a palm tree 
paling Aber from the palin trunk back of 
him and twisting it-inti rope; women mak- 
ing baskets of the Third Dynasty or weav- 
ing ona Twelfth Denasty loom; a dver 
working in the old way: girls patting out 
the same oll sun bread to rise in the same 
ali sun, 

A barber, working outdoors, was shaving 
a small boy's head, all except a few tits 
left tor religious reasons, A carpenter was 
sawing a: board, not placed horizontally but 
vertically, as in the old paintings. Anal, 
on the fringe of the village, latmers were 
using plow, mattock, fork, and sickle that 
might have been copier straight from tomb 
pictures of Kha'-em-hét, superiniendent of 
the royal granaries under Amenophis ITI. 

Here is most remarkable persistence of a 
racinl twpe: and what makes it more ex 
trantdinary is thal even in towns where 
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Arabs, Turks, anc Greeks have mixed their 
hloorl with the olf) steck, the final result 
is not composite but Eeyptian There is 
something about this land ruled by the river, 
the sun, and the desert that stamps all men 


With the same brasil. 


The lonesome engineer, who had not seen 
onvene from the outside world in the two 
years he had been at this station, enter 
tained us kindly, then saw us off for the 
cumel market at Dardw (page 440), 


CROCOILES MUMMITIED, LIKE KINGS 


The comel survives in a land that ise! 
lo abound invanimals. In prehistoric tines 
Keypt enoitth rainfall to maintain 
forests where meme! the buffalo, lon, 
nyend, bear, and elephant, In the Nile 
the hippopotamus wallowerd abd) the cron 
dile slithered after its prey. 

At our next stop we peered Into a dark 
chamber of the Temple of Kom Ombo to 
make out the forms of mummified cooee- 
diles; for these animals were sacred to 
Suchis (Sobk), the crocodile-headerd gal, 
worshiped in this temple. 

Diovbtless: these crocodiles, now mum- 
milied like kings, were taken from this part 
of the river. Two months before our trip 
a crocodile had been killed near Luxor, 
But this was 4 rare exception, for the animal 
hos been practically exterminated in Eeymt 


since ndigion ceased to protect it. 


We scrambled up the sandy cliffs of the 
fast shore to visit the quarries of Silsiln. 
[felt as if 1 had come from Lilliput into. a 
land of giants, Surely only. giants could 
have cut away stone enough to make such 
tlizey clifis. caves, anil alivsses. But Rame- 
ses 1] knew how to make men work that his 
name should be remembered. 

These mighty quarries, tow almest for- 
voltun, ore Fully as impressive 45 some of the 
temples built from their stone. 

It te not far from here to the beautiful ane 
well-known Teotple of Homis at Idfu (pame 
471), marred: only by the zeal of :early 
Christians who felt it their duty te chip 
the faces of the Revption gods magnificently 
carved gn the walls. 

A LAYER CAKE OF BGYITS GISTORY 

A tich discovery awalted us at isolated 
Fl Rab. We were lucky enough to find the 
famous Eevptologist, Jean Capart, digging 
down through the centuries. An extraor- 
dinary figure is this lively little Belgian 
with his yellow whiskers: jul tiny amber

glasses, his boundless enthusiasm and his 
disregard of dust when he practically-stands 
on his head te ser on insemption under o 
stone. 

“Diy vou realize,” he said, “that this is 
In dome ways the most important spot in 
Eeypt?” 


Here was the ancient capital of Upper 


Eoeypt. 1s tutelary goddess, Nekhliet, also 
identified as the vulture goddess, was hon- 
ond as the patroness of birth and the pre 
tector of kings (Plate TV), 


Time after time invaters of Reypt die 


strayed her temple, in order to destroy 
Evvpt's kings. Time after time a new 
temple was built opon the ruins of the old, 
The result is that here you have, in layers, 
the history of Ewypt. 

Capart was probing down throuzh the 
strata. He had just unearthed the entrance 
tO a chamber (led with exquisite reliefs, 
Only he and a few of his ates hal been 
inside. He allowed we to sqpuinty down inte 
it through a hole in the stones. 

“Vou are the tenth and edeventh persam 
to enter that room in two thousand years,” 


COINS MUST -ASS THE HOCK TEST 


Tt was thé day when his hundred in more 
workown were to receive their fortnightly 
wage. A teble was 4et in the open alr on the 
Nile lirik. Behind it sat Dr. Capart and 
his assistants, coms arranged im piles before 
ther. Sear the table was a large rok. 

Each man stepped up to the table, re 
ceived his coins, and immediately rang each 
one ot the ruck to see if it wae gued, Ti 
its ring didnt satisfy him, be wos given 
anether, Or. Cupeirt sit sroilinw tte his 
bear, 

“We haw to humor them,” be said, “Wo 
had the tock put there on purpose—ay they 
could bave no grievance.” 

The next day we sot a soaking Ina 
stiff breeve, the felueca heeled! toe far ane 
shipped about four gallons of the Nile. We 
arrived before the great dam of Lena (which 
wilh its open arches looks like a silver chain 
neckloce acres the bosom of the rhyver}, 
our mast and shrouds festoened with wet 
bedding. ft did not dry before night ancl we 
slept in Hur clothes. 

How enchanting, the early-morning 
eaunds of the Nile! “The lark goestup, spill- 
ing bubbles of sang. There is a cheerful 
hird bahel in the growing wheat on the bank 
to which we are moored and in the tops 
wf the poulm trees. 
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The crewool a pverte (blunt-bowed carze 
boat) chant as they row again the current, 
There is the rapid monotone of someqne 
praying. There is comic relief im the fan- 
tistic “Sruiee-syuaw! Squeesquaw!"’ of the 
donkey, sounding exactly like a saw going 
through: a hard Knot.

Then, as the aun rises, the great. pipe 
argan of the Nile begins. There is nothing 
like it, nothing In the world. TH sounds ga 
if mighty chords were being played, with all 
the vox hinmans stops out. 

Yet it comes only from the oxles of a 
thousand shedoots raising water from the 
Nile. The shadool is a sort of well sweep 
with a bucket an one end and a weight on 
the other, The bucket is let into the Nile 
nnd fills, the sitchin workean fifts, the 
bucket rises and empties inten trough which 
cartles the liquid tife to the fields, 

Where the swerp rubs on the horizantal 
bar that supports it, a sound fs emitted. Tt

Don Flias told me that 
hecause northern growers wont stiller 
dlonts for hothouse cultivation, such plants 
are rarely found and sill more rarely ex-

Every vear about $25,000 worth of or- 
chicis are sent to foreign markets,” he saad,

Baseball, bullfighting, and heirse racing

The northern ball game iy very papular 
aa there is great rivalry among the several 
teams af the Caracas league, Caracpiedis 
play o high grade of baseball, One of the li- 
cal star pitchers, Alexander Carrasquel, wis 
brought north by a big league scout-and ts 
now plaving for the Washington Nationals, 

‘Caracas has two bull tings where a series 
of comadas are held each season. Bulltiht- 
ers travel on a cieeuit of the Spanish and 
American plazas, and “big names” from 
Spain and Mexico often come to Caracas to 
display the art of cape and sword. 

At the seasonal meets af the Hippodrome 
race track in the El Pauls suburb there is 
svstematized betting and an array of fash- 
iitebly dressed socialites. 

But the great popular game of the Verne 
cdelin country folk ic foles, « form of the 
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ancient game of bowls. It is frequently 
played on the gravel and dirt roads of the 
outlying districts of Caracas.

INDEPENDENCE HORN WITH BOLIVAR 


Near the municipal market of Caracns ts 
a house preserved with veneration by the 
Venezuelan people. Tt has been aptly called 
“the birthplace of South American inde- 
pendence,” for here, in 1785, was born 
Sinvin Bolivar, one of the greatest heures 
in the history of the Western Hemisphere 
(Color Mate VILL). 

Though his isnot the conventional success 
story with the poor-hoy beginning, Bolivar’s 
tale j i one of self-denial and sactifice. He 
was bern to a high position of wealth and 
family and dissipated his entire fortune in 
the couse of South American lilherty, 

Through a long series of political and 
military exploits, Bolivar brought about the 
independence from Spain ef what are new 
Venezuela, Columbia, Ecuador, Bolivia, 
Peru, ane Panama. Refusing public offices 
and person aricity, tue accepted anly the tithe 
“Liberator,” bestowed in Caracas in 1814. 

The name of Bolivar is often linked with 
that of Washington asa founder af New 
World independence. Bolivar himself 
greatly admired) Washington-and constantly 
wore o Miniature of the North American 
patriot. The picture had been presented to 
him by Washington's family. 

Bolivar, whose documents show a wealth 
of farsighted prophecy and political acu- 
men, lad a life of violent contrasts. He 
rove to the pinnacle of popular glory, only 
to end his days—berause of internal strife 
in the countrivs he fought to lilerate—in 
poverty and abscuritv. He died at the 
early age of 47 ot Santa Miirta, m what is 
naw Colombia. 

Today Bolivar’s bey tests in the Na= 
tional Pantheon in Caracas (Plate TX and 
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page 495). Formerly a church, the splen- 
did building is especially fitted to hows the 
dust of a man for whom presentalay venera- 
tion amounts practically to a cult, 


AWOUNTAIN TOPS (LAW WOH LILIES 


Before the construction of the present 
highways and railroad, the only Tink Cara- 
cas had with the sea was the old Spanish 
foot and horse trail that rus over the 
cordillern to the coast. The trail enters the 
valley at a place called the Gate of Cara- 
cas, high in the steep outskirts of the north- 
west quarter of the city. At one time the 
Gute was the control point of the mule- and 
hore-horne traffic that came from La 
Guuirt to the Capital, 

Accompannsl by two qovernment en- 
gineers, [started over the trail shortly 
after down ont morning, As the rising 
sun flooded the valley behind us with 
yellow light, we met three men bearing 
loads of newly cut flowers down to 
market in the city below. They carried
